draws moisture and quicklv dissolves, 
giving an apparance like machine oil. 
It 
has 
little stickiness about it 
and 
the usual objection to oil on 
this ac 
count is avoided 
The preparation is put 
on with a 
shovel. 
It comes in 
drums of 37.5 
pounds each and seven drums were re 
quired to cover the street from the rail 
road to the foot of 
Seminary Ridge 
with a short space of vacant lo**, w here 
none was uset! 
One and a half pounds 
are calculated to cover a square yard. 
The pieparation costs IIH.CHI a 
Iou 
with freight of about $*1.00. It is said 
that three applications will be requir­ 
ed (luring the summer at 
intervals of 
two or two and a half months. 
If the 
first application is t success the others 
will tie made as required, the cost to 
each property owner for the entire sea­ 
son tieing between 
$4.50 and 
$.5.00. 
This includes the cost of scraping the 
► tr et which was paid for by Springs 
avenue residents. 
The borough fur­ 
nished stones and did the work of fill­ 
ing the holes in the street 
It is said that residents of a numlier 
of other parts of 
town are watching 
with interest the nitration on Springs 
avenue aud that if 
the ex|ieriment 
there proves a success they will do the 
same.

DEPLETING FORESTS 
Great forest Ares of recent years and 
the keen edge of the woodman's axe, 
have almost absolutely denuded thou 
sands of seres of land on 
the Hon th 
Moui.tains, and on property owned by 
the Houtb 
Mountain 
Iron and Coal 
Company, so that at the present day, 
visitors to the spot say. one may stand 
at the base of the ranges and see 
the 
summit as easily aa from a place of 
slevation, and the surface, where once 
grew millions ut feet of the finest kind 
of lowlier, is now covered with low 
shrubbery. 
Although the woodsman 
with his axe has I teen working on thew* 
hills for many years, yet it is believed 
by* rnuny 
i f 
the south 
side 
resi­ 
dents that forest fires of the past few 
years did even more to clip the moun­ 
tains of their foliage. 
Thousand* of tree* have been cut for 
lumber and shipped to eastern 
mar 
keta, while the refuse mulier 
is cut 
into certain lengths and 
shipped to 
Steelton and used in furnaces by the 
Pennsylvania 
Steel 
Company. 
In 
this manner a great quantity of waste 
timber is utilized. 
The acreage burn 
ed over and devastated by 
the great 
mountain fires numlier into the thou 
sands, and in some places several fires 
burned over the same, completely kill 
ing all trees and shrubliery. and doing 
thousands of dollars dsinage. 
It is helived that a movement will 
soon be instituted to reforest this vast 
section, and if trees are again plant 
ad there, big fire lines will dot the 
mountains in all localities 
Already 
a large numlier of fire lines have lieen 
cut through the forests in the South 
Mountains, where the greatest fires 
have occiiired, 
and it is now {relieved 
that a repetition of the terrible fire of 
two year* ago will hardly 
I m* dupli­ 
cated.

Justice Hughes in the test suit that 
was brought by the Baltimore Ar Ohio 
Railroad company. 
The decision of 
the 
court 
was 
unanimous. 
Justice Hughes said that 
the words of the statute were plain 
that only persons engaged in inter­ 
state commerce and by interstate car­ 
riers were affected by the statute In 
this 
particular, he said, it differed 
from the employers' liability law of 
1906. 
Because 
the 
interstate 
employes 
sometimes engage in intrastate busi­ 
ness did not defeat the law, he said. 
As to the authority of the inter­ 
state com In eire commission to Issue 
the order putting the law into effect, 
tile justice said that the entire q u e s ­ 
tion of authority had beeu nettled by 
legislation in 1910.

act 
upheld by the supreme 
court makes it unlawful for any com­ 
mon 
carrier 
engaged In interstate 
commerce to permit 
any trainman, 
subject to the act, to remain on duty 
for a longer period than sixteen con­ 
secutive hours, or any telegraph oper­ 
ator more than nine or thirteen hours, 
according to the time the telegraph 
station was opened for business. The 
act also specified periods of rest for 
th* employes.

were effective in bringing about the 
(Ute of cancer. It was alleged Iii the 
indictment 
that this statement 
wa- 
untrue and the articles were worth 
less 
and 
Ineffective for 
such pur­ 
poses. 
The Indictment was quashed on the 
ground that the pure food and drugs 
act was restricted to prevention of 
misKstatements about the ingredient- 
of drugs, and did not include the pre 
\ention of misstatements about tile 
curative properties of medicines Tile 
government appealed to the supreme 
court.

American and British-American Tobac 


co Com panies Are a Monopoly and 


Are Given Six Months to Reorganize 


Evasion Strictly Guarded Against 


W ashington, May 30.—The Ameri 
ta n Tobacco company and Its a n e s 
sorles and subordinate 
corporal lone 
and com panies, including the JCnglisb 
corporation, the British-American To 
bacco company, w ere held by th e bu 
preme court of the United States to 
be co-partners In a combination Illegal 
under th e Sherm an anti trust act. 
The court sent the case back to the 
lower court with directions to hear 
further the parties so as to ascertain 
w hether a new condition could not be 
rec re ate d In harmony with the law. 
At the sam e tim e it specifically guards 
Against any evasion of the decree. 
Justice 
Harlan concurred 
in 
part 
with the co u rt’s opinion and dissented 
u part. 
The decision was handed down by 
the chief justice, after a day devoted 
to clearing the calendars for adjourn­ 
ment till next fall. 
It com es as the end of a long fight, 
second only perhaps to that of the 
government against the Standard Oil, 
the 
derision in which was 
handed 
down two weeks ago. 
The court decreed: 
"h irst- That tile combination In and 
of itself, as well as each arid all of its 
elem ents composing it, w hether cor­ 
porate or individual, whether comdd- 
ered Collectively or separately, be de- 
c rec-d to Ire in restraint of trade and 
an attem pt to monopolize and a mo­ 
nopolization within Hie first arid sec­ 
ond sections of the anti trust law. 
“S econd--T hat the court below, in 
order to give effective force to our 
decree in this regard, be directed to 
hear the partie s, by evidence or oth­ 
erwise, as it may be deemed proper 
for the purpose of ascertaining and 
determ ining upon some plan or method 
of dissolving the combination and of 
recreating, out of the elem ents now 
comiHJHitig it, a new condition which 
shall he honestly in harmony with and 
not repugnant to the law. 
"Third 
That 
for the accom plish­ 
ment of these purjsises, taking into 
view th e difficulty of the situation, a 
period of six months is allowed from 
che 
receipt 
of 
our 
m andate, 
with 
leaves, however, in the event, In »he 
Judgment of the court below, the ne­ 
cessities of the situation require to 
extend such period to a further time 
not to exceed sixty days. 
‘ Fourth- That in the event, before 
the expiration of the period thus fixed, 
a condition of disintegration in h ar­ 
mony with the law 
is not brought 
about, either us the consequence of 
’he ac tion of the court in determ ining 
an issue on the subject or in accepting 
a plan agreed upon, It shall be the 
duty cd the court, either by way of an 
injunction restraining the movement 
of the products of the combination In 
the channel* of interstate or foreign 
com merce, or by the appointm ent of 
a receiver, to give effect to the re­ 
quirem ents of the stat Ute." 
Pending the bringing about of the 
result, directed by the court, each and 
all of the defendants, individual a* 
well as corporations, are to he re­ 
f r a in e d from 
doing any act which 
might further extend or enlarge the 
power of the combination, 
by any 
means or device Whatsoever.

Price of W irt and Rails Will Probably 


Remain as They Are — New List 


Brings Price* 
Lower T han 
They 


Have Been For Two Years. 


New York, May 30.—Officers of the 
United S tates Steel corporation aud 
of the larger independents, meeting 
at the Metropolitan club, resolved that 
the preseut prices of steel products »n 
I es p e d to seven items are too high 
aud ought to be reduced. W hat was 
taken to be a fair reduction was pro 
posed, and the steel m anufacturers ac­ 
quiesced. 
Judge Gary, chairm an of the board 
of the steel corporation, said atter 
ward that the new price* will doubt­ 
less be generally followed 
Offic ers of 
the Republic Iron and Steel company, 
the John W. Gates enterprise, which 
pre* ipitated the cut in prices, weren't 
asked to attend. 
The prices on the seven steel pro 
ducts nam ed in the new list bring the 
average of steel prices to a lower 
level than they have held sine* 1909, 
the last tim e that there has been dis 
sension among steel producer*. 
In 
some instances the pi le es of individual 
artic les are lower than they were in 
l!*o9 . 
Steel billets, for instance, are 
lower than 
they have been at any 
tim e since 19**4. 
The cut on steel 
bars was the sam e as that made by 
the Republic* last Wednesday and fol­ 
lowed sporadically by other steel pro­ 
ducers since then. Neither steel wire, 
which is the biggest single product 
in the trade, speaking in point o 1' ton­ 
nage. nor rails were touc hed. There is 
little likelihood that either of these 
will be affected. 
One of the independents said the 
most im portant item upon which the 
price was cut was that of plate* and 
stru cturals. These compose atsmt 8 
per cent of the annual output of the 
country, and the price was lowered 
5 cents on the hundred weight, m ak­ 
ing the new 
rate $1.35 a hundred 
pounds. Sheets of various grade* an I 
sheet bars were cut 2 or 3 cents a 
pound. 
A ltogether the new price* are 
lower than they have been foe two 
years.
